Dr. John C. Butler, age 41, chair- 
man of the Division of Fine Arts, Blue 
Mountain College, died early Satur- 
day morning, June 12, at his home in 
New Albany, after suffering an ap- 
parent heart attack. 

Dr. ‘Butler has been on the faculty 
of Blue Mountain College since Sep- 
tember of“1969, as successor to the 
late Dr. Brooks Haynes.

Blue Mountain Col- 
lege students as a surprise to the col- 
lege. 

Mrs. Butler has planned to preserve 
the composition and will presgnt it to 
Blue Mountain College later. 

Dr. .Butler was known at Blue 
Mountain College as executive chair- 
man of the Division of Fine Arts, a 
gentlemen endowed with a true Chris- 
tian spirit, and a keen sense of hu- 
mor, a continuous manner of encour- 
agement to his students, fellow asso- 
tiates, and his local friends and his 
special expressed appreciation 
to everybody with whom hie came in 
contact.

The purpose of the bylaw, the edi- 
torial observed, is to protect the mes- 
sengers from hasty motions by the 
agencies, but the new interpretation re- ~ 
verses this to protect the . agencies 
from motions by the messengers. 

“If we ever get to the place we do 
not trust this (democratic) process 
and the messengers themselves, we 
have ceased to be Baptists,’ said the 
Indiana editor. ‘‘The delay in consid- 
ering this basic issue (bylaw 16 inter- 
pretation) meant that this year’s SBC 
was devoid of any business initiated 
by the messengers. In this respect 
it was not a Baptist meeting.” 

The Ohio Baptist Messenger called 
the bylaw interpretation ‘‘a gag rule,’ 
and observed that’ the St. Louis con- 
vention ‘‘may go down as one of the 
most ‘Presbyterian’ meetings — 


~ ever had.” 


Disagree With Parliamentarian 

None of the editorials in the Bap- 
tist state papers agreed with the par- 
liamentarian’s interpretation of the - 
bylaw. The Arkansas Baptist News- 
magazine said that the interpretation 
put the SBC in the “bizarre position 
of having refused itself the privilege 
of ¢onducting its own affairs, and in 
effect, placing the Executive Commit- 
tee over the Convention.”

He has built eight 
boats since he went to Gulfport in 
1931. One boat was stolen, two were 
lost in hurricanes, one was left when 
they moved to Houston, and the others 
were worn out by the family and a 
host of R.A.’s and G.A.’s.

Hodge are still among those who don’t 
have to tell about the ones that got 
away.

Dr. Hodge has had an illustrious,
